A VICIOUS BATTLE IN THE GARDEN
FOR TWELVE ROUNDS,

The Powerful Blows of Local Man Have a
Telling Effect—0'Brien Has a RId Frac-
tared and Is Unable to Continue in Thir
teenth Round—-Winner a 3 to 1 Favorite,

GGeorge McFadden, the local boxer, earnad
the right last night to meet Frank Erne for the
lightwelght championship. MoFadden fairly
vanquished Jack O'Brien in the Madison
Square Garden before a blg crowd, the end
coming just a2 the men came to the centre of tho
ring for the thirteenth round, Inthe tweifth
O'Brien was knocked down by a terriflo right-
band swing over the Leart. The blow
fractured a rib and made O'Brien so ocom-
plately bhelpless that it would have been
folly for him to continue. Up to that point
it was a fast, gruelling battle, in which both
men had a ochance,

Barring McFadden's rough taoties, for which
he waa repeatedly warned by Referee Charley
White, he put up a better fight than at any
previous thme in bis ring career, Ie was
stronger physically than O'Brien, forced the
flightlncessantly aud whenever he landed a blow
it had power enough to hurt, O'Brien handled
his man with cleverness, but he was not hls
match when It game to ruggadness and rough-
ing. He did not begin to fight in hisusual style
until the battle was well under way, and when
he cut lcose he did not have steam enoukh in
his blows to seriously affect his muscular an-
tagonist

Mclfadden got in the blow that helped to do
the wick with vertect fairness, It was a round-
armed right<hander thot got under O'Brien's
guard and landed with remarkable foree on tho
left sida, It was such a hard smash that
O'Brien gank down fmmediately,  Jack got up
with guueness, but he was hopelo.sly beaten.

VARIOUS POINTS IN THE PROPOSED
BASEBALL CONTRACT OUTLINED.

In Additigh to the Abolition of the '*Farme
Ing"” a ‘‘Sales’’ Systems the Reserve
Rule Must De Qualified and Possibly Lime
fted as to Time ~ No Idea of Strikiag.

The dotermination of the Ballplayers'
Protective Association to compel the Nae
tionad Ieague o adopt & new form of
contract frogy which the “farming” and “sales”
clauses will  be eliminated, has put ®he
mugnates on the defensiva They muse
either accedn to the demands of the players
or stand the expenses of an open peballion,
much greater and more disastrous, perhaps,
than the Brotherhood revolt of ten ysars ago

The contraot that the players ntend to sube
mit to the Natlonal League will be a very ine
teresting docurient according to those who
know on what iines It will be drawn by the Ase
sociaton's lawyer Harry Taylor of Buffalo.
It will oontain several radical reforms that are
sure to bring opposition from the men who run
the clubs in the big and ltte leagues Not
satisled with demanding an abolition of the
“farming” and “sales” systems, the players
also lutend, it 1s said, to limit the time and power
of the reserve rule which the magnates have
always pronouticed “the bulwark of professional
baseball, *

The players argue that they have rights
that must be respected and thad the courts
will uphold them in any point of baseball law
they may see (it to test. Bo they are laying
plaus to draw a coatract that will possibly
stagger sorue of the geutlemen of the National
League when they have a ochanos to look at it.

The now contract will stiptlats that a playes
cannot be “farmed” to another olub, or pather
“loaned” without his consent; thad the oons
traoting elub wmust pay a full scagon's salary
to him if hoe 18 retained as a regulae member
of the teaw or a substitute on the benoh, and
that if he s not wanted in either capaoity, he
must recelve Lis release outright, after other
clubs in the same league have had &
to bid for hls services. In other wads §
Natlonal League player oannot be sent inte
a minor league against his will and must re=
celve his absolute freedom if his servicea oan
not be used by the criginal club contraoting
with hiri.  The players clted tho oase
of Pitcher Chwles Gettlg of the New
York club as one of the oxamples, Gettig
was “farmed” to tha Chicago American League
